A HOME-MADE BROODER. 

Description of the Device Recom- 
mended by the Agricul jiiral. 

Department. 

As a general rule It is best rto, buy 
such articles as brooders from men 
who manufacture them and guarantee 
them to work. In making such con¬ 
trivances yourself you run your own 
risk; but many have succeeded yith 
home-made brooders, and for the ben¬ 
efit of those who wish to try, we 
quote the following, condensed, from 
Farmers’ Bulletin No. 237, of the 
United States department of agricul¬ 
ture. 

For about a dollar, those who pre¬ 
fer the artificial method of raising 
chjcks can make a brooder out of an

old packing case, which will accom¬ 
modate 50 chicks. The details of the 
construction are shown in the illus¬ 
trations. The lower section of Fig. 2, 
where the lamp for heating is placed! 
is a box- three feet square, made of 
ten-inch boards, and covered with tin 
or galvanized iron. Above this cover, 
around the ' edges of the lamp box’, 
one-inch strips are nailed. Two one-

AN IDEA IN'HEN HOUSES.

Birds are helpful agents In destroy¬ 
ing eggs and they are always welcome 
guests in my orchard. In combating 
the canker worm two methods are 
employed,, both of Which when 'used 
intelligently aflord ample and effec¬ 
tual protection. The first measures 
we must take are to prevent the 
ascent of the wingless moths. This 
can be done In two ways. First, to 
entangle her feet so she Is .held; sec¬ 
ond, to prevent ascent past “a certain 
point on the trunk of the trees, so that 
she will die from exhaustion. In the 
first instances a number of substances 
of a sticky nature are employed, com¬ 
prising such mixtures as printer’s Ink, 
pine tar, or a mixture of resin and 
castor oil, at the rate of three pounds 
of resin (white) to two pounds of 
castor oil, melted together. The above 
mixture must be applied either direct¬ 
ly to. the trees In hands or upon hands 
of stiff paper. These bands should be 
put on during the first warm days of 
spring, and renewed as occasion de¬ 
mands, 

The second method that can be fol¬ 
lowed, as suggested by the Farmers’ 
Review, is to use collars of tin, paper, 
etc., so fastened around the trunks of 
the trees as to admit of no passage¬ 
ways ht the collar. I have had a 
great deal of experience in fighting 
the canker worm and the most effec¬ 
tual remedy I caff find in ridding my 
orchard of this pest is iff usiffg arseni¬ 
cal poisons by the use of a sprayer. 
The mixture I use is four ounces of 
parls green, four pounds of blue vitriol 
and four pounds of littie to 50 gal¬ 
lons of Water, 1 obtain the very best 
material iff preparing this mixture, ns 
this Is of very great Importance, es¬ 
pecially In procuring paris green, in 
applying the spray,to the trees I.keep 
the mixture • thoroughly stirred, and 
avoid drenching the,foliage, giving a : 
fine misty spray until the leaves are 1 
well covered with the mixture, which ' 
is indicated by slight droppings from 1 
the foliage. i 


’ At the Michigan farmers’ institute 
’ roundup Peter Voorhees, of Pontiac, 

■ gave his experience in growing Can¬ 
adian peas and oats together on bis 
farm last season. He sowed 12 bush¬ 
els peas and one bushel oats. He 
threshed 46 bushels per acre of^the 
mixture, one-half of which was peas. 
He favors putting in the peas with 
a drill and burying them deeply, and 
a week later putting in the oats less 
deeply. This helps to clean the 
ground and gives the crop a chance 
to grow in balance. If the oats are 
sown at the same time as the peas 
there is some danger that they will 
choke the peas. 

This experience is just in the line 
of what I have been advocating for 
years, says Prof. Thomas Shaw, in 
Orange Judd Farmer, and it is in¬ 
deed refreshing to note this instance 
of its correctness at this time, when 
men are looking about for protein 
and balanced foods as they never did 
before, a yield of 46 bushels per acre 
of this mixture furnishes a grand lot I 
of food. The man who gets 30 to 40 
bushels an acre should be satisfied, 
for it will weigh about 45 pounds to 
the bushel and will make a grand 
grain food for horses, cattle, sheep and 
swine. It is virtually in balance and 
even though fed freely is not likely 
to do harm. It makes grand food for 
dairy cows fed green, and furnishes 
a large yield per acre. 

This crop has eminent adaptation 
for the-northern two-thirds of Michi¬ 
gan and Wisconsin, and for the 
northern half of Minnesota and North 
Dakota. It would also do well in 
northern Ohio and New York, and in 
certain areas of the' New England 
states.
